REPORT  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Year  Ending  February  15,  1915 


Another  year  has  passed  away  and  your  committee 
is  required  to  give  an  account  of  their  stewardship. 
Immediately  after  the  annual  school  meeting  the  board 
organized  with  the  following  officers:  Chairman,  Albert 
W.  Cole;  secretary,  Clifton  P.  Sanborn. 

District  No.  1,  Head's  district  school,  was  closed 
the  entire  year. 

Martin's  Corner,  No.  2,  Miss  Florence  M.  Chauncey 
had  charge  the  entire  year. 

Rowe's  Corner,  No.  3,  was  closed  the  entire  year. 

Wilson  district.  No.  4,  Miss  Rena  E.  Kimball  of 
Franklin,  N.  H.,  had  charge  the  entire  year. 

Neal  District,  No.  5,  Miss  M.  Isabel  Holland  of 
Manchester  taught  spring  and  fall  terms.  Winter,  Miss 
Mabel  Daley  of  Manchester. 

No.  6  district.  Primary  department,  was  taught  by 
Miss  Jennie  B.  Abbott  of  this  town  the  entire  year. 
Grammar  department.  Miss  Rena  P.  Knee  of  Manches- 
ter, spring  and  fall  terms.  Winter,  Miss  Marjorie 
Davis  of  Sterling,  Mass. 

River  Road,  No.  7  district,  closed  the  entire  year. 
Pupils  were  conveyed  to  No.  6  the  season  by  Louis 
Brousseau. 
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No.  8,  Hackett  Hill,  Miss  Alta  Kimball  of  this  tov;n 
taught  the  spring  term,  and  Miss  Hazel  Davis  of  Farm- 
ington,  N.  H.,  fall  and  winter  terms. 

Graduation  exercises  occurred  June  13,  1914,  in 
I.  0.  0.  F.  hall.  A  very  interesting  program  was  pre- 
sented to  a  large  audience.  A  class  of  nine  graduated 
and  each  was  presented  with  a  diplorra  by  the  chair- 
man, Albert  W.  Cole,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. Tha  fallowing  received  diplomas:  Ralph  Burbank. 
George  L.  Dunn,  Cecil  R.  Fanjoy,  Frank  C.  Howard, 
Clara  B.  Haskell,  Robert  B.  Harrison,  Florence  L. 
Jameson,  Ernest  W.  Morgan,  Alice  L.  Neill. 

Enumeration  was  taken  by  Albert  W.  Cole  and  the 
following  account  was  reported  to  State  Superintendent 
Henry  C.  Morrison.  Total  number  of  Children,  352  ; 
number  of  boys,  178  ;  number  of  girls,  174  ;  attending 
parochial  schools  95  ;  public,  229  ;  not  attending  between 
5  and  8  years  of  age,  28. 

Clifton  P.  Sanborn  acted  as  truant  officer  the  past 
year. 

Scholars  that  were  eligible  to  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  at  the  south  part  of  the  town  were  carried  on 
the  electrics  to  No.  6  school  at  the  village.  Owing  to 
lack  of  seating  room,  this  was  done  to  accommodate  the 
smaller  grades,  as  in  the  past.  Owing  to  lack  of  seat- 
ing capacity  your  committee  removed  seats  from  Rowe's 
Corner  school  room  and  placed  them  in  No.  2  and  No.  5 
houses  to  accommodate  children. 

During  the  year  the  school  houses  were  all  re-in- 
sured at  the  expense  of  $118.00  for  three  years. 

During  summer  vacations  the  interior  of  the  brick 
building  paint,  whitewash,  etc.,  was  applied,  also  the 
outside  was  painted  which  has  added  much  to  appear- 
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ances  and  cleanliness.  Hackett  Hill  building  was 
re-painted  inside  and  out.  Inside  of  River  Road  over- 
hauled. Head's,  one  side  of  roof  re-shingled.  Martin's 
Corner,  interior  repainted,  v^hitewashed,  murescoed 
and  minor  repairs.  Neal  No.  5,  re-painted  inside  and 
out,  ceilings  whitewashed,  walls  murescoed  and  minor 
repairs  made.    No.  4,  Manchester  Road,  minor  repairs.
